~. THE WOOSUNG FORTS. 

It.-was..announced that yesterday (July 
4th) the. new Chinese forts at Woosung 
would fire blank cartridge, and that vessels 
passing were not to alter their course on 
that account. ‘If is not, we understand, the 
first time the Armstrongs and Krupps in 
theso forts have been fired ; but it appears 
that on this occasion the: blank practice 
was simply 8 “ getting ready”—~e prepara- 
tion—to see that all was right, by the 
expenditure of a few score pounds of 
gunpowder, before the arrival of the 
Viceroy of Nanking, on his annual tour of 
inspection of the defences of the Yangtsze, 
at the end of the present Chinese moon— 
about Tuesday or Wednesday next. 

‘These forts, of which so much has been 
said and written during the course of their 
construction since July, 1874, may now 
be said to be in a state of completion; 


that is, so far as Chinese ideas, based on. 


foreign instruction, can be brought to bear 
on .the development of . castramentation. 
ooking riverwards, the forte present a 
formidable appearance; but a walk along 
the banks of the veseece and Yangtsze, 
at the junction of whiol 

Chief fort.stands, soon dissipates any idea 


.as'to their capability of resisting even the 


;power of the smallest vessels of war, 
uch craft as the Frolic, the Kestrel, or 
the. Mosquito, would demolish them, as 
fortifications simply, in a shorttime.. In 
fact, the gale of ‘Cnesday has, in two or 
three places, notably on the fronts exposed 
to the force of the wind, se loosened the 
mud‘snd chunam, that large sheets are only 
waiting the application of a slight additional 
foree to bring them to the fosse and expose 
the whole of the casemated protection of a 
number of.the guns.
